in Holts Firm 


PETROGRAD, Dec. 12.—The German 
plan of campaign in Poland has failed in 
its principal features, it is claimed here 
today. 

The plan of Field Marshal von Hin- 
denberg in directing his attack against 
the vast Russian army from the Vistula 
river to Galicia has been frustrated by 
the Russian forces in the vicinity of 
Lowicz on the north and those on the 
southern front, which are holding their 
ground. The Russians, it is declared, 
have successfully resisted the attempt 
to turn Grand Duke Nicholas’ right gear 
Lowicz and the extreme left of the Rus- 
sian line along the Donajec river. 

Having failed to outflank the Russian | 
line, the Germans are forced to confine 
themselves to frontal attacks, which are 
resulting in heavy losses. 


' Russians Pierce German Line. 

Russian military observers contend 
that the Germans in withdrawing before 
partial successes of the Russians along 
the battle front to the north of Warsaw 
are following their well known tactics 
of delaying the advance of their oppo- 
nents as long as possible by holding each 
successive trench until it becomes un- 
tenable. 

Reports reaching Petrograd today, 
however, indicate that the German front 
has been pierced at least on two points 
between Ciechanow and Przasnysz, 
which has resulted in severing communi- 
cation between the German columns. 


Claim Strategic Advantage. 

A German repulse here, military critics 
says, will be more significant as a strate- 
gic advantage than as a decisive factor 
in the campaign. It will give the Rus- 
sian forces operating to the northwest of 
Warsaw space in which to maneuver on 
the right bank of the Vistula their right 
wing, which hitherto has been cramped 
by the falling back of their own troops 
on the Polish capital. 

The uninterrupted fighting in the last 
three weeks is now being augmented, it is 
said, by day and night attacks on the 
Russian positions between Lowicz and the 
river Vistula. Constant German rein- 
forcements from other parts of the battle 
front are reported to be entering the 
struggle in this locality. . 


Austrians Beaten Before Cracow. 

The attempt of the Austro-German 
forces south of Cracow to break the 
Russian line has resulted in their com- 
plete rout. Thousands of dead were 
left on the fleld and the Russians re- 
main complete masters of the situation. 

The Army Messenger, official organ of 
the war office, today states that the Aus- 
trians were heavily reinforced by Ger- 
man troops and directed an energetic at- 
tack on the Russian lines. They were 
repulsed and the check was then turned 
into a hasty and disordered flight. Five 
batteries were captured and an entire 
column of armored motor cars taken. 
The Austro-German losses exceeded 
10,000. 


German Official Statement. 

BERLIN, Dec. 12.—The German official 
statement issued today says: 

On the east Prussian frontier our cav- 
alry repulsed Russian cavalry, taking 
South of the Vistula and 
in northern Polar our operations are de- 
veloping. In southern Poland Russian 
attacks have been repulsed by Austto- 
Hungarian and German troops.“ 


Narew Forts German Objective. 

Occupation of the city of Przaenyez by 
the German forces which have been ad- 
vancing on Warsaw from the north, re- 
cently reported unofficially, was sald defi- 
nitely by the official press bureau today 
to have been accomplished. 

This is the most important factor in 
the latest developments from the eastern 
theater of war.“ the statement continues, 
„and while in itself it is not important, it 
shows that the Germans have begun ac- 
tive offensive operations north of the Vis- 
tula. Przasnyez lies on the direct line 
of communication between Willenberg, 
Bast Prussia, and Warsaw. This shows 
that the advance is directed against the 
fortified line along the Narew river. If 
this line were broken the Germans would 
be in the rear of Warsaw, which would 
exercise a deciding influence on the Polish 
campaign.”

Bombardment Begins Oct. $1, 

On Oct. 31, the date of the anniversary 
of the birth of the emperor of Japan, the 
actual bombardment of Tsing-Tau com- 
menced. All residents of the little Chi- 
nese village of Tschangtsut, where was 
stationed on that day the acting staff 
headquarters of the Japanese troops, had 
been awakened early in the morning by 
the roar of a German eeroplane over the 
village. Everyone quickly dressed and 
after a hasty breakfast was out at the 
southern edge of the village gazing 
towards Tsing-Tau. 

A great black column of 


pall over the besieged. At first glance 
it seemed that one of the neighboring 
hills had turned into an active volcano 
and was emitting this column of smoke, 
but it was quickly learned that the oil 
tanks in Tsing-Tau were on fire. 


Watches Attack on City. 

As the bombardment of Tsing-Tau was 
scheduled to start late in the morning, we 
were invited to accompany members of 
the staff of the Japanese and British ex- 
peditionary forces on a trip to Prince 
Heinrich berg, there to watch the invest- 
ment of the city. It was about a three 
mile journey to these mountains, which 


had been the scene of some severe fighting 


between the German and Japanese troops 
earlier in the month. 

When we arrived at the summit there 
was the theater of war laid out before us 
like a map. To the left were the Japanese 
and British cruisefs in the Yellow sea, 
preparing for the bombardment of Tsing- 
Tau. Below was a Japanese battery, sta- 
tioned near the Mecker house, which the 
Germans had burned in their retreat from 
the mountains. 


Look Down on Battlefield. 

Directly ahead was the city of Tsing- 
Tau, with the Austrian cru‘ser Kaiserin 
Elizabeth steaming about in the harbor, 
while to the right one could see the Ger- 
man coast and central forts and redoubts 
and the entrenched Japanese and British 
camps. 

We had just couched ourselves com- 
fortably between some large ragged rocks, 
where we felt sure we were not on a di- 
rect line with the enemy’s guns, when sud- 
denly there was a flash, as if some one 
had turned a large, golden mirror in the 
field down beyond to the right. A little 
column of black smoke drifted away 
from one of the Japanese “saps” or 
trenches, and in a minute later those of 
us on the peak of Prince Heinrich heard 
the sharp report of a field gun. 


Guns Roar on All Sides. 

Gentlemen, the show has started,“ 
said the British captain, as he removed 
his cap and started adjusting his op- 
era glasses. No sooner had he sald this 
than the report of guns came from all 
directions with a continuous rumble, as 
if a giant bowling alley were in use.

See Japanese Troops Advance. 

On the third day of the bombardment 
we had reached the summit of the moun- 
tain about 11 a. m., just as some heavy 
clouds, evidently disturbed by the heavy 
bombardment during the previous night, 
were dropping down into Litsun valley 


By early afternoon the clouds Nfted and 
with glasses we were able to distinguish 
fresh sappings of the Japanese infantry 
nearer to the German redoubts. The Jap- 
anese battery, which the day before was 
stationed below us to the left, near the 
Mecker house, hed advanced half a mile 
and was quartered just outaide the vil- 
lage of Ta-Yau. 

Turning our glasses on Kiau-Chau bay 
we discovered the Austrian cruiser Kais- 
erin Elizabeth missing, nor could a search 
of the shore line reveal it. Whether it 
was blown up by the Germans or bad hid- 
den behind one of the islands the future 
may show. 

All gune seemed to be practically eflent 
and a half hour later we were down the 
mountain and riding along homeward 
toward Tschang-Tsun.

PARIS, Dec. 12.4 desperate attempt 
is being made by the Germans to regain 
a foothold along the Teer canal to the 
south of Ypres. Repeated attacks of the 
enemy have deen repulsed, but with re- 
inforcements, which have been moved 
into this section, renewed attempts are 
being made against the allied lines. 

Following reports that the French have 
gained Armentieres there were rumors 
today that the allies have obtained con- 
trol of La Bassee canal, but cogfirmation 
of the gaining of the town of that name 
is lacking. 

Great advances are reported to have 
been made by the British in Flanders. 
Their attack upon the German trenches 
has been in progress coatinually for days. 
Sappers have mned and blown up sever- 
al of the German positions, and heavy 
shelling from the allied guns has made 
others untenable. 


French Official Statement. 
The official statement by the ministry 


of war today follows: 

“The enemy has completed the evacu- 
ation of the west bank of the Yser canal 
to the north of the house of the ferryman, 
and we occupy this bank. 

“In the region of Arras there have 
been artillery engagements. In the re- 
gion of Nampoel our batteries have re- 
duced to silence the batteries of the 
enemy. In the region of the Aisne our 
heavy artillery silenced the field bat- 
teries of the Germans. At a point north- 
east of Vailly one of their batteries of 
howitzers was completely destroyed. 

“On the heights of the Meuse the artil- 
lery of the enemy showed little activity. 
Our artillery demolished at Deuxnouds, 
to the west of Vigneullee-les-Hatton- 
chatel, two batteries of the enemy, one 
composed of guns of large caliber and tue 
ether used for firing upon aviators. In 
this same region we have blown up «@ 
blockhouse and destroyed several 
trenches.” 

German Official Statement. 

BERLIN. Dec. 12—Advantage for the 
German army in the west is reported in 
an official statement given out today at 
military headquarters. The statement 
follows: 

“In Flanders dhe French yesterday 
made attacks in the region of Langemark, 
which, however, were repuleed. They 
lost 200 men in killed and we took 340 
prisoners.

AMSTERDAM, Dec. 12.— The corre- 
spondent at Haneweert, Netherlands, of 
the Amsterdam Telegraaf declares that 
the Dutch authorities have seised fifteen 
river boats containing cargoes of grain 
and other goods, which it is alleged the 
Germans were attempting to smuggle by 
way of the river Scheldt.

New York, Dec. 12.—"‘Quick action must 
be taken by every American to stop this 
flood of food and money to Europe. De- 
spite our prosperity, conditions have been 
brought about by the war which have 
driven the unemployed in the cities to 
desperation. We must feed our own poor 
before we aid the victims of the war.” 

Mrs. Nellie B. Van Slingerland, found- 
er of the Black Cross society, made the 
above statement tonight in outlining 
plans of the Biack Cross to head off the 
vast shipments of American wealth to 
Belgium and other countries in the war 
none. 

The organization of the Black Cross 
society will be perfected at a meeting at 
the Astor hotel on Dec. 16. Scores of 
prominent New York people have joined 
the movement. The movement started 
when Germany taxed Beigium 87,000,000 
on the same day that American ships un- 
loaded in that country several millions of 
dollars’ worth of food and clothing. The 
society holds that by feeding the Belgians 
America is supplying German soldiers 
with ammunition.

PARIS, Dec. 12.—Telegraphing from 
Nish, Servia, the correspondent of the

viane have repuleed an Austrian force 
with heavy losses at Kosmai, thirty 
milee south ef Belgrade. The message 
says: 

Heavy fighting continues with large 
Austrian forces at Kosmai, to the south 
of Belgrade and to the north of Milano- 
vats. Attacks made by the Austrians on 
Koamai Dec. 9 were repulsed with heavy 
cases. The Austrians retreated, leaving 
2,500 bodies on the battlefield. 

Along the remainder of the front in 
Servia the Austriane are retreating in the 
directions of Mokra, Gorbina, Bachta, 
Rogachitz, Kotgelivoa, and Oub. Thirty- 
five Austrian officers, 45,000 soldiers, and 
a military band were made prisoners by 
the Servians.”

Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—Secretary 
Daniels awarded contracts today for the 
construction of the six destroyers author- 
ized by the last naval appropriation bill.

most common ef el, 4 chronic irritated 
spot of some sort. 

The one thing that stands out moa 
Chearty im our present knowledge of an 
oor is thet chronic irritation is the most 
common and most important cause, Dr . 
Mayo asserteé. In Iadia end the Philip- 
pines the most common form of cancer is 
that of the mouth, produced by the chron 
40 inritation of chewing beetle nuts, « 
habit very much lke that of chewing 
tobacco. 


Smoking Causes Disease. 
As to smoking, 85 per cent of all cancers 
of the lip, he said, are in smokers who use 
clay pipes. While there may be some- 
thing in the tobacco that causes uta - 
tion, it is questionable, because it ta the 
clay pipe smoker who suffers to a large 
extent. When a men feels a burning sen- 
sation in the mouth, about the tongue or 
lips, from smoking, it is time for him to 
look out, the doctor stated. 
Cancer ig common in galistone diseases. 
Gallstones and cancer are three times as 
dommon in women as in men. Highty-five 
per cent of all patienta who have cancer 
of the gall bladder have had galistones. 
From 25 to 85 per cent of all cancers, ac- 
cording to different observers, occurs in 
the stomach. Why, no one knows. 
Can cancer be prevented? The preven- 
tion of the disease is just as clear as the 
prevention of tuberculosis. If physicians 
can prevent the sources of chronic irri- 
tation in which a cancer has ite origin, 
even without knowing the cause, he said, 
we can get rid of a very high percentage 
of cancer. 


How to Cure It. 
How about the cure of cancer? As it 
fe a local disease in the firet piace, if the 
ease is seen early and the disease Tadi- 
cally removed by operation, the patient 
may expect to remain well. The bun- 
dreds of thousands of people who have 
been operated on and cured of cancer are 


known. 

Are there other remedies of value be- 
sides surgery? Yes, was Dr. Mayo's an- 
ewer. 
X-ray and radium afte of valve in the u- 
perficial cases ef cancer, There is some) 
evidence that in rare and exceptional! 
cases radium and the X-ray may eure 
deep seaited cancer, but of this the mem- 
bers of the medical profession are not so 
sure. 

At the present time the man or woman 
who submits to treatment by uncertain | 
and unknown agente is likely to take more 


the knife in the early stages of the dis- 
ease. 8 
Dr. Maye’s Message. 

The message which Dr. Mayo would 
present to the public is:

Investigator Samuel Freidner testified 
he had worked under Former District 
Attorney Travers Jerome of New York 
for two years.

Edward W. Altz, in charge of the crime 
commission's investigators, said the cases

given the names of more than 400 
“crooks’’ to the crime commission, and 
these men will be arrested and prosecuted 
under the vagrancy act.

GLEASON TELLS 
POLICE NEEDS 


3,000 Patrolmen Walk- 
ing Beats. 


The development of the Chicago police 
force in the last thirty years was outlined 
yesterday afternoon by Chief of Police 

James Gleason at a luncheon of the Irish 
Fellowship club in the Hotel La Salle. 
“Thirty years ago next Tuesday I 
joined the police force,” said Chief Glea- 
son. At that time there were 900 patrol- 
men traveling posts in Chicago. Now we 
| have 1,700, a very small increase in pro- 


| portion to the increase in population. At 
that time there was no protection to the 
| public between 8 and 8 o’clock in the 
morning. Only two shifts of police were 
| in existence. 


20 Police Downtown. 

Later, when conditions shanged, three 
shifts were created, providing for protec- 
tion in the early morning hours. Now 
in some districts there are three to six 
policemen traveling beats. In the down- 
town district there are twenty between 3 
and 8 o’clock in the morning. 

Wo need three times that many. 

“I recently returned 300 men to travel- 
ing beats who had been assigned to other 
detaile. Yesterday I added seventy more 
men to the force. 

“We should have 3,000 men traveling 
poste in the city, half of them at night, 
instead of the 1.500 we have. Altogether 
| there are only 1,752 men traveling posts. 
About 800 are on the first night section, 
700 on days, and 260 from midnight until 
8 o'clock in the morning.“ 


Reasons for Decrease. 

This is caused largely by the increased 
| ambulance and patrol wagon service and 
quite a number of men that are in courts 
prosecuting cases. You need not be 
surprised, therefore, if when you have a 
burglary in your home you call the police 
station and they tell you they have no 
men. 

“This has been remedied to some en- 
tent by keeping the motorcycle squad 
closely in touch with the stations. They 
are not needed so much now to catch 
apeeders, because speeding has decreased 
in Chicago. They are more necessary 
than the mounted squad.”

The silence of the prosecution was 
attributed to the fact that every effort 
was being made to keep news of her ap- 
prehension from the attorneys for the de- 
tense. She is under the guard of de- 
tectives in a house near the outskirts of 
the city, it was reported. 


She Knows These Things. 
The witnese is said to be in possession 

of the following information: 

She was acquainted with several of 
the members of the arson ring and 
heard them plan several of the Gres 
which the state alleges to have been 
directed by Fish. 

She has direct knowledge of pay- 
ments of money by Fish to persons in- 
volved in incendiary fires for the part 
they took in those fires. 


Mrs. Korshak Arson Sleuth. 

Another woman who figured in the de- 
velopments of the day was Mra. Fannie 
Korshak, the wife of Dave Korshak, 
the “torch.” She visited the office of 
First Assietam State's Attorney Frank 
Johnston Jr. and conferred? regarding the 
testimony she will give when she takes 
the witness stand tomorrow or Tuesday. 

The visit of Mrs. Korshak disclosed 
that her testimony will be important for 
the state in that she has gathered infor- 
mation about many of the fires in which 
her husband was implicated, ae he relat- 
ed on the witness stand last week. 

She acted as a self-appointed detective 
and furnished the state with much signifi- 
cant testimony. She influenced the re- 
turn of her husband from Engiand, where 
he fled after jumping hie bond in Chica- 
go, and obtained the states evidence 
after obtaining a promise of immunity 
for htm and herself from Mr. Johnston. 


Gathers Evidence of Fires, 

The fires of which Mrs. Korshak gath- 
ered evidence after she was assured her 
work would help to get immunity from 
prosecution for her husband are said 
to be: 

The Joseph Lewis fire in South Chicago, in 
which Mr. Lewis, a general merchandize store- 


keeper, made arrangements for the fire with 
both Mr. and Mra Koreshak. Lewis also re- 
paid the Korshaks for their work by allowing 
them to get goede at Marshall Field's on his 
credit. 

The Louie Marr fire, 2261 South Mate street, 
with the details of which ae arranged by her 
husband she was familiar. 

The Leopold Dreyfus fre on South Market 
street, which resulted in the arrest of Kor- 
shak, prior to hie Seeing the country. Mra. 
Korshak ie expected to tell of the plans which 
her husband arranged with Mr. Drerfue and 
of insurance policies which he sent te Fish’s 
office afterward. 

The Morris Miner fire, at Halsted and Thirty- 
fifth streets, in which Mra. Korshak is sald to 
have obtained tte confession of important wit- 
nesses for the state. 


Confers with Johnston. 

Mrs. Korshak went immediately to the 
office of First Assistant State's Attorney 
Frank Johnston Jr., where she conferred 
with Mr. Johnston and D. G. Ramsay. 
also assistant to Mr. Hoyne, 

Both Korshak and his wife have been 
under the surveillance of two detectives 
from the state's attorney's office for sey- 
eral months. The detectives reside at the 
Korshak home. 

Following the charges of a witness for 
the state against an attorney for the de- 
fense, in which “ witness buying" was 
a factor, Mr. Johnston doubled the num- 
ber of detectives that ane watching the 
witnesses for the state.

BLAMES HIM FOR CRASH. 


Joseph Leiter went on the stand in his 
own defense vefore Judge Humphrey in 
the United States District court yester- 
day and told his own story of how he was 
“ double crossed " when he attempted te 
corner the wheat market in 1898. 

He said the pool was arranged by F. H. 
Peavey, Charles A. Pillsbury, and others 
and himself. The agreement was, he 
said, that wheat was to be kept out of the 
Chicago market during Leiter's opera- 
tions on the board of trade. , 

This agreement was violated, he said, 
with the result that the bottom dropped 
out of the market, with disastrous results 


to Leiter. 

He testified that during the regotia- 
tions with Peavey and Pillebury Leiter 
requested that they make written mem- 
oranda of the agreement and the quan- 
tity of wheat they had. This they re- 
fused to do, he said, because they “ didn’t 
care to go to jail.” 


Testimony in $380,000 Suit. 

The testimony was given in the hear 
ing on the suit against Leiter for the 
recovery of $380,935, principal and inter- 
est on two notes given by the defendant 
on Oct. 6, 1898 They were made out 
to the Interior and Monarch Slevator 
companies of Minneapolis for 905,000 
bushels of wheat. 

The direct examination of Mr. Leiter 
was conducted by Attorney Henry R. 
Platt. Attorneys Dwight 8. Bobb and 
James B. Wescott, representing the 
plaintiffs, conducted the cross examina- 
tion. Mr. Leiter's testimony dealt with 
millions of dollars. The ease and mat- 
ter of fact manner with which he spoke 
of losses amounting to between 8.000. 
000 and $10,000,000 caused members of 
the jury to gasp and lean forward in 
order to catch every word. 


Beginnings of Corner. 

Relating how the pool was brought 
about Leiter said J. F. Peavey came to 
him in April, 1898, and the two had lunch 
at the Grand Pacific hotel. There they 
discussed the plans of handling the wheat 
corner, storage.of the grain, and distribu- 
tion of the profita. The deal, he said, was 
to be arranged on a mutual bags be- 
tween himself, Charles A. Pillsbury, the 


miller; F. H. Peavey, a brother of J. F. 
Peavey, and other Minneapolis grain 
men. 

He c aid they had another conference fn 
Minneapolis on April 24, 1898, with Pea. 
vey, A. D. French, and others. He couldn't 
remember the names of all who were 
there. 

The situation was canvassed, he gaid, 
with regard to the quantity of wheat each 
had on hand. 

I made a memorandum of the amount 
of wheat each one had,” Mr. Leiter said. 
“I discovered there was more than the 
entire visible supply in the state of Min- 
nesota, according to the state and gov 
ernent crop reports,” 

Peavey Not a Writing Man. 

All those present wrote something on 
the proposition except Peavey, according 
to the witness. Peavey, he sald, refused 
to bind himself in writing. 

“I demanded that the proposition be 
put in writing. I said: Let us put this 
down in black and white, so there wont 
be any mistake about it. Then we'll 
know what to do and there won't be any 
aftermath.’ 

At this they all reared up tmmedi- 
ately and said they would not sign any 
written agreements. They said they 
‘didn’t care to go to jail.” 

“I said: No more do I. Why this?’ 

They said it was a criminal conspir- 
acy under the laws of Minnesota. I said: 
*Well, it looks like a pretty good deal 
to me; I think we can take our chances 
on that.“ They said that they could take 
their chances, too, but they wouldn't sign 


wheat and deliver it to me.” 2 
Mr. Leiter then went over to the sub- 
ject of how the Peavey and Pillsbury

ditions are not existing. We can and will-eagerly 


adapt ourselves to each beneficent development 


along these lines, but merely to enfeeble ourselves 


folly. By neglecting and cefusng to provide our- 
selves with the necessary means of self-protection 
and self-defense we could not hasten or in any 
way favorably influence the ultimate results we de- 
sire in these respects.” 

For those Americans who agree with these wise 
words of Secretary Garrison his summary of our 
present military resourées is impressive. 

Our entire force of fully trained soldiers 3 
June 30, of 4.701 officers aud 87,781 men, includ- 


ing the quartermaster and hospital corps of nearly 


8,000. 

Of this total 758 officers and 17.901 men are in 
the coast artillery, and gre therefore stationary in 
‘harbor defense. Besides these, 1,008 officers an. 
18,434 men belong to the staff, technical, and non- 
combatant branches of the army, including recruits 
and mep engaged in recruiting. 

These reductions bring the mobile army, the force 
which can take the field, down to 2,935 officers 
and 51.440 men. 

But of this mobile force, when the troops now in 
our possessions and foreign service are subtracted, 
only 1,495 officers and 29,405 men remain within 
the states. When tle garrison in Panama and the 
islands are brought up to the proper strength as 
planned, the mobile army in the states will be 
cut in two, leaving about 14,000. 

In addition to this force, less than half a corps 


according to the organization of any power we 
should have to meet, there. is the Nationa] Guard, 
a partially tra ned force,*the paper strength of 
which is 8,323 officers and 119,087 men, scattered 
in forty-eight states and varying in proficiency from 
the lowest standards to the most creditable attain- 
able in the circumstances. Last year 25 per cent 
of the paper strength of the guard did not appear 
for drill. Only about half ae in target 
practice. 

If this force were bighly organized and traine’ 
so that its full number could be sent into the fiel. 
(no competent National Guardsman would make 
such an assertion), we would have a total mobile 
army of 9,812 officers and 148,492 men. This ‘s, 
however, a nominal strength, since the difficu'ties 
of concentration and onczanization in tactical units, 
to say nothing of the want of fitness of a very larze 
proportion of the guard, would reduce the force we 
could actua‘ly mobilize and get on the firing line, 
which would be confined to the regulars, the guard 
of New York, Massachusetts, Wisconsin. and per- 
haps one or two other states almost entire, and the 
best single reg ments of states like Illinois. For the 
rest further training and organization would be 
necessary before they could be bazarded in act'on. 

“And this,“ says Secretary Garrison, “is abso- 
lutely all. The only other recourse would then be 
volunteers, and to equip, organize, train. and make 
them rendy would take, at the smallest possible 
estimate, six months.” 

“Any one,” he adds, “who takes the slightest 
trouble to investigate will and that lu modern 
warfare a prepared evemy would progress so far 
on the way to success in six months, if his an- 
tagonist had to walt six months to meet him, that 
such unprepared antagonist might as well concede 
defeat without contest.“ 

To those who believe that any peace is better 
than war, to those who believe that war caunot 
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come to us unless we ourselves are pugnacious, au“ 
that if we have any efficient army aud navy we 
will be pngpacious, Secretary Garrison's conclusions 
only fortify their own opposition to all measures 
of preparedness. But the American people shout 
make up its mirpd whether it can afford to be vir- 
tually detenseless on the theory that we will not 
and cannot ever again be involved lu armed conflict.

Thie 
seemed to prey on his mind, and after spending 
some years in Paris and the south of France he 
suddenly disappeared, leaving no clew as to what 
had become of him. 

It was net until considerably over a decade 
later that by mere chance 1 was able to assure 
myself that these fears had been unfounded. He 
had purchased from the Chilean government the 
island of Juan Fernandes and had established 
himself there, permitting only such people to take 
up .their residence on the island as agreed to 
submit to hig authority in all things This went 
on all very well for a time and the little colony 
grew and prospered, exporting quantities of lob- 
sters and agricultural produce to Valparaiso. 
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Britannica says: The data fur- 

nished in various countries by the

When a case of Ga- 
choma develops in a family. a school. or 
in a factory, what before was de@rabile 
becomes absolutely necessary. 

Turning again to the tables prepared 
by Prof. Bell, we find that nearly twice 
as many go blind between the ages uf 
10 and 19 as lose their sight under 10 1 
have never seen a close analysis of the 
causes of blindnias in thia group. Some 
of them are the result of smallpox; some 
of cerebro-spinal meningitis, and more 
are due to other Infections.

It is no mere book—it is Russia. sas Mr. Herrick in dis- 
cussing Tolstoi’s masterpiece, “War and Peace, which he terms 


one of the few monumental books of the world. 
> 


IIE center of interest in the European war has latterly 
moved eastward towards that mysterious Russia of 
which Americans have little knowledge. The reports 
from the battlefields along the Vistula are even vaguer, 
more contradictory than those from France or Belgium, 
and the strange Russian and Polish names of unknown 
oltles give an air of dark unreality to what we are told 
is the bloodiest and biggest conflict of the war. Along 
a 500 mile Une millions of men are struggling in the 
white fields of winter over the frozen roads, for the Rus- 
Sian is a cold weather fighter. We are likely during the 
next few months to become more familiar with this un- 
known fleld of warfare with the Russian. 

It was 105 years ago that Napoleon defeated the 

‘Austrians and Russians at Austerlitz. Then, as now, 
Russia was the great mystery of the civilized world. 
Then, as now, it was popularly considered more than 

= half barbarous by its western neighbors. with a thin, a 
„ tore, ite, Of French polish on its aristocratic surface, but with a 
dark abyss of Cossack savagery beneath. Then, as now, it was “ English 
gold” that was supposed to have brought the Russian horde into the quar- 
rels of western Europe, England with her duplicity and knack of getting 
other people to do her fighting for her (according to Napoleon). But then 
it was France against all the world, and the English gold was supporting 
Prussia and Austria in their endeavors to check the “manifest destiny” of 
France. 

After Austerlitz, Napoleon boldly invaded Russia, pursuing the barbar- 
lan into the great white silences of his vast land as far as Moscow. The 
disorderly defense always yielding lured the French on, and it was Russia | 
Itself sucking at the conqueror’s strength rather than any victorious cam- | 
paign that ultimately drove Napoleon to retreat, and dealt his world em- 
pire a blow from which it never recovered. The finest army the world had 
ever known under the leadership of its greatest general went into Ruasia— 
A rabble of ruined men came out of it. And the rout was not due to bat- 
tles: it was Ruesie. . 

All this Tolstol tells in his epic, War and Peace,” one of the supreme 
masterpieces of fiction of the last century; one of the few monumental books 
of the world. All this and much more he tells—the complete drama ot his 
nation in peace as well as in war—in this novel“ which has so many in- 
terests, so many stories, so many characters that it is like no other novel 
ever written. It is no mere book—It, too. is Russia! 

Some critics whose powers of attention seem limited to a few hundred 
nages have called“ War and Peace“ formless, artless. It is formless, like 
life, if you look at the mass of detatls, but it has the spherical bigness and

hearts, hidden away even from themselves. 

“War and Peace” is what the school books call an historical nove! 
the most living historical novel ever written, because it describes and inter- 
prets life of three generations before exactly as if it were contemporary, as 
Thackeray does less successfully, less minutely in “ Vanity Fair.” 

One reason for this is that Russia has changed less than any other part 
of the world from the Russia that met Napoleon to the Russia that ts bat- 
tling now with the kaiser. A few railroads have been built, some cities and 
factories; but the vast reach wf agricultural estates with peasant villages 
that Tolsto! knew, the St. Petersburg and Moscow that he knew were much 
the same that his grandfather, who was a high officer in Alexander's rrmy. 
knew. 

Tolstol, the novelist, had been in the Crimean war. 8o all he had to do 
was to look within and without to find those war experiences and all the 
details which he has made vivid. Moreover Tolstoi’s family belonged to the 
naristocracy—had had part in the Napoleonic conflict. The family tradition 
must have given him much of “War and Peace.” I faney that old Prince 
Bolkonsky was the portrait of an ancestor; perhaps Prince Andrey and 
others also. 

There is more of “peace” than of “war” in this long novel: more of 
the Rostovs, Bolkonskys, Karougins, and many other families than of bat- 
tles and campaigns or of generals and the czar. In Zola’s epic of the 
Franco-German war there is almost nothing but war. Tolsto! puts in the 
hackground of the fighters which makes his story more real, the fighting 
itself more intelligible, The young men go off to the campaign, join their 
regiments, fight, ge* wounded, come home again. It is not a single, dra- 
matic affair, but . long history, with Intense moments in it like Austerlitz 
and the retreat from Moscow. 

Zola's few characters were the men in the ranks and thelr immediate. 
“Ya Débacle” was told from the private’s point of view—the com- 
mon soldier in war. Tolstol's story {s given almost entirely from the offi- 
cers’ point of view, from the aristocratic side. The men in the ranks rarely | 
appear except as massed in regiments, rarely distinguish themselves as in- 
dividuals. 

That is probably true in the Russian army even today. The peasant 
fights for the little father“ and fights well, when he is properly led, but 
he does not count except as food for cannon. It is the officer prancing about 
on his foreign blooded’ horse, the adjutant, the staff officer, the colonel, the 
general that we see. There are an immense number of these officers, and 
they are all members of the aristocratic classes.

Y wonder as I read War and Peace” whether Tolsto! wished to show 
us that war is a pastime of “society” in the snob sense of the word, not 
the real business of the masses who get killed in it. That is the impression 
I have in reading this great book again. He is so careful to show us the 
families and the fashionable background of the officer—to show them drink- 
ing, gambling, horse racing, amusing themselves as aristocracies usually 
amuse themselves in time of peace, and incidentally doing a bit of soldier- 
ing. And these officers have the virtues of aristocrats; for the most part 
they are brave, though there are some notable exceptions, with a careless, 
personal courage. They are honest and sentimentally loyal to their flag 
and czar. They are not intelligent or temperate or enduring, and they seem 
to have little personal interest in the men whom they lead to death. They 
are by no means a bad lot. Some like Prince Andrey and young Rostov are 
distinctly lovable, and all are human. But they rarely seem sufficiently able 
or responsible to be leaders of men, to have charge of the terrible engine 


of war. 
They are vain and egotistical as young men are apt to be. Even the 


officers: 


fine Prince Andrey as he goes into action the morning of Austerlits is 
thinking of distinguishing himself by some spectacular piece of herois™, to 
have the attention of the emperor and his suite directed to him. And they. 
are mad place hunters, the younger officers scheming to get transferred to 
the staff of some general where they may dash about on horseback deliver- 
ing dispatches or loll in the anterooms, gossiping with the notables that 
come to headquarters. Very few seem to consider that war means hard 
work and drudgery of an obscure, grueling kind. The generals are jealous, 
also intriguing, and obsequious courtiers to the czar. Pull, favor, influence, 
and graft, all these disfigure the heroic occupation of waging war. 

There is a good deal of sentimentalism in the business, of emotional 
devotion to the czar. For that reason probably the Austrian emperor and 
the czar accompany the troops or visit them at intervals to hold tnspections, 
to ride back and forth along the lines and receive the cheers of the regi- 
ments, much as the German Kaiser, the present czar, and the English king

Four years ago at the great Interna- 
tional! Missionary congress held at Edin- 
purgh, a congress in which every Chris- 
tian denomination was represented, there 
were two questions raised that appealed 

in a particular manner to the layman. 

The first was as to whether Christians, 
and more particularly those connected 
with the propagation of Christianity, are 


entitled to destroy their lives, or those of 


others associated with them, in order to 
escape inevitable torture, of a kind that 
only fiende incarnate of the orient can 

The other question was as to the right 
ot @ missionary to defend himself when 
in danger of death; that is to say, the 
right to go armed. 


“Necessary to Fight.” 

There was @ diversity of opinion with 
regard to the latter of these two prob- 
Jems, the only one that concerns us in 
connection with the war at present in 
progress. 

It was pointed out that at the time of 
the anti-foreign outbreak in Uganda, in 
the eaily part ef 1887, all the Church of 
England missionaries in that portion of 
Africa responded to the British commis- 
sioner’s call for volunteers, and took part 

in the fighi—did so, too, with the sanction 
of their archdeac on, and of their bighop, 
the Rt. Rev. Dr. Hanlon, 

Indeed, the latter subsequently ex- 
plained in writing, in a letter published in 
the London daily newspapers, that in 
erises of such a character as that which 
had taken piace in Uganda, it was ab- 
solulely necessary tor every white man 
inthe country to stand shouicer to shoul-

THROUGH CANAL 


Vest January Peach and Apple 
Orchards Two Weeks of. 
New York, 


BY FRANE G. CARPENTER.

SANTIAGO, Chile, Dec. 12.—How would 
you like to have luscious peaches at 
Christmas, ripe plums, pears, and cher- 
ries in the heart of midwinter, and great 
white muskmelons when the ground is 
covered with snow? This is what you 
may expect from Chile now that the Pan- 
ama canal is completed and the war de- 
mand for American goods js turning our 
shipping that way. . 

The vessels carrying our wares to Pa- 
cific South America will furnish cheap 
return freights, and the prospect is that 
in the near future many of them will 
come loaded with fruit. The seasons on 
this side of the equatér are the opposite 
of ours. The fruit begins to ripen here 
late in our fall, and the Chileans have 
plums, peaches, and pears ready for the 
market in the midst of our winter. 


Two Weeks of New Tork. 

From now on Valparaiso will be within 
two weeks of New York, and the canal 
has placed a South American California. 
with its summer products, almost at our 
doors. 

Chile has long been the chief fruit 
growing country of the lower half of our 
hemisphere. It already has orchards of 
hundreds of acres, and its vineyards are 
yielding about 50,000,000 gallons of wine 
every year.

Elongates Roots of Plants. 


Among the other experiences of Senor 
Izquierdo S. is elongating the roots of 
the eucalyptus and other trees so that 
they can be grown upon the dry lands of 
the tops of the mountains. This is done 
dy sprouting them in pots, where the 
‘young trees are fed with nitrate of soda 
and treated in sich a way that their 
roots are about four times the usual size. 
Being planted, these long roots go far 
down into the soll and tap the under- 
round layers of water. and are therefore 
able to resist the drouth, It was in recog- 
nition of this discovery that the Royal 
Agricultural society of London has just 
unanimously elected Don Salvador Iz- 
qulerdo S. a member of that body. 

We start at the station in Santiago and 
within an hour have ridden out to the lit- 
tle station of Nos. Our way is through 
the central valley of Chile, and we see 
great farms and vineyards on both sides 
of. the railroad.. At Nos we leave the train 
and take the private car line owned by 
Don Salvador for the hacienda, which is 
a distance of five miles away.

Precedence among these issues is often 
a debatable and complicated question 
that only a master in chancery can de- 
cide.

ORDER ENABLES RAILROADS 
TO GET FREIGHT INCREASE. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—Formal 
orders issued by the interstate commerce 
commission enable the railroads in Cen- 
tral Freight association territory to 
realize the 5 per cent advance in certain 
freight rates granted to them by the com- 
mission in its decision of Aug. 1. 

The lines are authorized to put into 
effect, on five days’ notice, joint through 
rates for the transportation of freight be- 
tween points in Central Freight associa- 
tion territory and points in western, 
southwestern, and southeastern terri- 
tories, which shall be in excess of the ex- 
isting joint through rates only to the ex- 
tent that may be necessary to allow lines 
operating within Central Freight associa- 
tion territory an increase not in excess of 
5 per cent above the customary divisions 
which the lines in Central Freight asco- 
ciation territory have heretofore received 
for the traneportation of traffic under 
such rates to and from Mississippi river or 
Ohio river crossings.”

Short Bouts Yield More 
Profit and Lessen Dan- 
ger to Loss of Crown. 


BY RAY C. PEARSON. 
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Fight followers, at least those who keep 
in close touch with things pugilistic, are 
taking a shot at World's Champion Fred- | 
die Welsh these days. The reason forthe 
criticism, it seems, is the failure of the 
champion to agree to any matches over | 
a distance of more than ten rounds. 
Since he won the championship from | 
Willie Ritchie in London last summer | 
Welsh has not engaged ina single twenty | 
round contest. 

There «is no one who will cancede that | 
these bouts, in many states legalized over | 
the six, eight, or ten round routes are 
long enough to determine the super.ority 
of one man over the other. In addition 
the fact must be taken into consideration 
that in most of the states where the 
bouts are limited to ten rounds decisions 
are not permitted. This of course is a 
big factor in favor of the boy who holds 
the iltle, and Welsh, who is a wise 
brd, certainly is well aware of it. 


Almost Certain of Title. 

As long as the champion. goes along 
fighting in bouts limited to ten rounds 
without decisions it is pretty nearly ¢ 
cinch that he will hold on to the crown 
that adorns his curly head for an indef- 
inite period. Undoubtedly there is a lot 
of method in Welsh'e madness.“ It is 
a matter of business with him, and 
when the champion uses his own smart 
bean in conjunction.with that which tops 
the frame of his manager; Harry Pollok, 
the result reached is that short distance 
nachts are a safety first" policy. 

Welsh had much to think about after 
he became champion. He had to figure 
out the way to hold the title, and in fig- 
uring this out he had one thing most 
champions of these days don't have to 
think about to take into consideration.

Just to give an idea 
of how well the champion has done finan 
cially in some of his bouts it is only nec- 
essary to, state that he received more 
than $9,000 for his end of fighting Charley 
White before Tom Andrews’ club at Mil- 
waukee.

Shugrue in New York:a couple of weeks 
ago he drew down a little more than 
$8.000. He received less for some of the 
other bouts, but enough to make his bank 
account swell considerably. 


More Money in Short Fights. 


Welsh ia not making a m.siake. in 
sticking to the ten round game, and he 
knows it; but as long as he does so he 
will continue to be the target for criti- 
cigm.

Back in the early dos, when James J. 
Corbett first stepped into ring prominence, 
California began to make pugilistic his- 
tory, and ever since that time the Gold- 
en State has been looktd upon asa great 
center for the malntalnence and encour- 
agement of fistic sport. Many champlon- 
ship battles have been founght there, and 
followers of the fortunes of pugilista in 
every class, from heavies to bantams, 
evinced unusual interest when bouts were 
scheculed at San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
or any other of the many places where 
glove encounters were decided and titles 
passed. 

Two generations of. fistic champions 
have enjoyed the privileges afforded by 
the state of California, and thousands of 
followers of the sport have been well sat- 
isfied with the results. But all this is to 
be changed and the knights of the glove 
and squared circle’ will soon have to 
seek fresh fields outside of California. 


Voters Kill Sport. 

At the recent state election the major- 
ity of California’ voters decided that 
pugilism should not be accredited as le- 
gal sport, thus making it mandatory for 
the boxers to settle their differences as to 
relative merits elsewhere. At midnight 
of Tuesday, Dec. 15, “taps” will be 
sounded for other than amateur bouts 
of four rounds’ duration in the principal 
Pacific coast state, and after a rather 
prosperous quarter of a century pugilism 
wil) be taboo.

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WAR MACHINE 


BY BURTON RASCOE. 

HE efficiency of the miniature English army may, 
at the risk of slight centroversy, be ascribed to 
the genius of one man-—Lord Kitchener. The 
tenacity and elan in attack of the French army 

may be attributed to another man—Gen. Joffre. And 
the treméndous change for the better of the Russian 
forces since the Manchurian campaign may be traced to 
the untiring work of Nicholas, meaning, of course, the 
grand duke and not the Little Father of all the Russias. 

But the destroying capacity of the greatest institution 
for the promotion of the business of killing—the kaiser’s 
war machine—is not the achievement of the brain of any 
one man. 

For their national protection the Germans years ago 
deemed it advisable to build up an army, and, while they 
were at it, to make it the most formidable single mili- 
tary force in the world. To this end they enlisted the 


services of obscure professors of chemistry in the uni- 


versities of Bonn and Berlin, ‘of manufacturing mer- 
chants like the Krupps, of tailors who designed the 
almost imperceptible gray uniforms with their double set 
of suspender buttons, of authoriti¢ | tional law, 


of experts in political economy, f butchers, bakers, and 
electric light indkers, as well as of men who bad proved 


their military Abillties in previous wars and at maneu- 


vers duriug peace. A compulsory military law provided the 


“kannonenfutter,” the “cannon fodder,” as the Prus- 
sians with sinister humor call their soldiers. 

Behind all this was the German general staff, estab- 
lished on the theory that several heads are better than 
one, even if one or two are goats’ heads, and the promul- 
gation of a corporate wur industry so systematized that 
it makes highly organized American business concerns 
appear distressingly old fashioned in comparison. 

* & 

; War Shows Value of General Staff. 

With the eruption which is at present razing Polish, 
Belgian, Russian, and French cities the efficacy of the 
theory upon which German general staff was built 
became eminently apffrent. Out of the marvelous or- 
ganization, with its card index systems and exact knowl- 
edge of every inch of ground the Germans were likely to 
invade and the forts thereon, came action. And thus 
far the four men who have distinguished themselves 
most brilliantly either. from advice on strategy or their 
actual activity in the field are these: ; 


Gen. Erich G. A. S. von Falkenhayn, new 
minister of war and chief of the 
- staff, successor to Helmuth von Moltke. 
Cen. Alexander H. R. von Muck, com- 
mander of the. German right wing, which — 
toit hin striking distance 


Field Mars hal Paul von Hindenburg, com- 
mander of the German Edst Prussian forces 
which have stood the brunt of the attack of | 
the Russian hordes and won signal victories. 

Gen. Josias von Heeringen, commander 
of the forces invading northern France and 


centering upon Verdun. 
Gen. von Emmich, Crown Prince Rupprecht of Bava- 


ria, and Crown Prince Wilhelm of Germany have won 
the iron cross and the adulation of the German adher- 
ents for their work in the field; but their campaigns

The New Chief of Staff 


In July, 1913, Gen. von Heeringen was minister of 
war and Helmuth von Moltke, the nephew of the greater 
Von Moltke, was the Kaiser's chief of staff. In this 
month a. major general “who had bad charge of the mili- 
tary instruction of the crown prince and whose name 
was Von Falkenhayn was promoted to succeed Von 
Heeringesi, and that able veteran was practically retired 
with a pension, with the provision that the general staff 

might. retain his advice and service upon any e 
they desired it. 

Von Moltke, though the logical heir to the office of 
chiet. of staff by reason of his relationship to the greater 
Von Moltke and. also: because of his years of military 


Service, was never high in the fa bor of the kaiser. The 


emperor was constantly on the lookout for a man whose 
ability was demonstratively greater than .that of Von 
Moltke: In the latter part of October of this year Von 
Moltke conveniently had n severe attack of liver trouble 
and returned to Berlin from the front (it least the dis- 
patches were to this e * The kalser was so enthusi- 
- astic over the illness he permanentiy retired Von Moltke 
and ‘appointed Von Falkenhayn bis suctessor. ad do6 
Von alkenayss banken and temperumentally, is

in remarkable contrast to the grim visaged, piastic, lit- 
eral minded Prussian officer of the prevailing type of 
which Von Moltke is an example. Von Falkenhayn is 
Latin in his temperament, a bundle of nerves, dashing, 
adventuresome, and energetic. He was born in the ¢il- 
lage of Belchau on Sept. 11, 1861, and was graduated at 
the war academy. Twice he was chief of staff of an 
army corps, once at Mets and another time at Magde- 
burg. 0 

His service in the field has been limited, but his theo- 
retical knowledge of warfare has been: considered the 
greatest in Germany. After serving during the Boxer 
rebellion he was commissioned with the kalser's consent 
to instruct the young Chinese officers in the German 
method of conducting wars. His appointment to the 
responsibility for the crown prince’s military education 
indicated to what extent his ability was trusted by the 
kaiser. 

* 
Descendant of Soldiers. 

Field Marshal von Hindenburg is the descendant of a 
Prussian family whose male members for generations have 
been military officers. His father was a major who was 
stationed at Posen, and it was there that Paul was born 
on Oct. 2, 1847. He became a soldier naturally, and when 
he was 18 years old he was an officer in an infantry 
regiment. At 23 he commanded a regiment in the 
Franco-Prussian war, and for his valor and daring in the 
battle of Sedan he was awanled the iron cross of the 
second class. He was at one time a professor in the 
Berlin war academy and later à member of the general 
staff until he was made minister of wur. 
in 1911. 


When the war broke out. Vou Hindenbusy. veluntected | 


his services and immediately was accepted, and, to abs 
that his retirement was not equivalent to an admission 
that he was too old for service he was given what may

He is married and has two daughters, 
who married miitary officers, and one son, who was

Gen. von Kluck (who acquired the. noble “von” ts 
his name only recently and ata special dispensation of 
the kaiser) was born of obscure parentage in Münster 
on May 20, 1846. He was educated at the public schools 
and started his military career as a soldier in an infan- 

regiment in 1865. He saw service in both the 
Austro-Prussian war of 1866 and the Franco-Prussian 
war as a lientenant in the Sixty-fifth infantry regiment. 
He attracted the attention of Helmuth von Moltke, who 
made him a company commander in the school for offi- 
cers. at Jürlich. He quickly mastered the military sei- 
ence and became known as a strict disciplinarian who 
was ever eager for increased efficiency of his troops and 
He climbed 
the ladder steadily and won notice as the constructor of 
the long chain of submerged forts in Hast Prussia 
which have stayed the Russian advance. 

Von Kluck’s notable dash, achieved on foot, nous 
Belgium, with the aid of the “Busy Berthas,” will 
stand out as one of the most remarkable feats ever per- 
formed in warfare. He is a master of orderly and stra- 
tegic retreat, and bis swing to the east of Paris and his 
well covered retreat north of Paris were heralded in 
Berlin as one of the greatest achievements of the war. 
Von Kluck is written of as a likable fellow of the 
“bulldog” type, genial, quick witted, and none too 
lenient. 

Josias von Heeringen was born March 9, 1850, in 
Cassel and was educated in the gymnasium there. He 
fought as an ensign lientenant in the Franco-Prussian 
war and won the iron cross of the second class for valor. 
He advanced from battalion adjutant After the war 
through: the offices of regiment lieutenant und brigade 
adjutant under the Grand Duke of Hesse, until in 1879 
he was made a. member of the general staff. The next

They melted ahead 
of his blazing wrath, and he whisked them, fleeing by 
their garments, so that they felt the stamp of his 
moccasioned heels.

Varied Activities of Women.

HETHER or not it ls owing to 

the fact that the war has lent an 

added impetus to the vogue for 

crochet and knitted goods, the 

popularity of this particular 
form of serviceable feminine diversion 
never was more decided. In London and 
Paris women have taken seriously to 
Knitting and whole shops are given over 
to the display of wools and accessories 
such as baskets of all sorts to hold the 
work in. And here, too, in Chicago wom 
en are turning their attention, just as 
absorbedly, to family necessities and 
working feverishly these pre-holiday 
hours. 

The accompanying illustration is that 
of one of the baby helmets so much worn 
now. In this time when outdoor sleeping 
ig so widely advocated something of this 
sort is an absolute need, and even though 
the baby does not sleep out doors the 
entire night, now with winter here, the 
heimet is of great use when the baby is 
taken for long rides and drives. 

The directions are sunple and should 
prove adequate without any further 
teacher. About three skeins of yarn are 
needed, four steel knitting needies, and 
One steel crochet hook. 

First cast on fifty-six stitches and then 
knit plain back and forth. Tho rows 
make one rib. Knit twenty-eight ribs, 
then break the yarn and leave the stitches 
vo jour needle, 

Work another piece same as the frst 
one. Now you have 112 stitches in all: 
divide them up on three needles, join, 
and work in a circle. Knit two, puri two, 
and repeat this for the neck, for twenty- 
five rows. In the m.ddie of one part of 
the cape leave twenty-eight stitches on 
neecie and have the rest of the stitches 
eighty-four, on another needie. Repeat 
on this last needle and knit piain back and 
forth for forty-five riba, 

Bind off each side twenty-eight stitches 
then you have twenty-eight stitches left 
on needie. Continue plain knitting for 
twenty-eight ribs and leave the stitches 
on needie. This last part makes the top 
of the helmet. Sew together on both 
sides. 

Pick up forty-five stitches on each side 
(One stitch for each rib) and join with 
the other needles to a circle. Start on 
needle at neck and repeat, knit two, puri 
two for twenty rows. 

Crochet scallop around cape. Start 
with one single crochet, *a chain of three 
stitches, make two double crochet in first 
stitch on the chain, make a single cruchet 
and repeat from“.

F all the correspondents who rushed 


to Europe soon after the outbreak 
of the great war there will hardly 
be one who will come back with- 
out having undergone many ex- 
periences, some pleasant, some unpleas- 
ant, but most of them interesting Noe 
doubt each started with the expectation 
of encountering extreme difficulties, but 
with the hope that he might in some way 
* gucceed in secing something. 

On the St. Paul, going over, there were 
ten or twelve, all armed with such cre- 
dentlals as they could secure in a hurry, 
and each with a more or less definite idea 
as to what he hoped to be able to accom- 
plish. 
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We all knew that the restrictions that 
were to be placed upon the activities of 
hewspaper men would be infintely more 
rigid than in any previous war, and that 
there would be an iron determination on 
the part of the military commanders to 
bar correspondents. We were told that 
no man could go with the French army 
unless he spcke French and filed his dis- 
patches in that language. 

We also knew that Lord Kitchener was 
notoriously hostile to newspaper men, as 
well as eupremely ind!fferent to how they 
felt about ft. end we had read that the 
Germans uader no conditions would allow 
a newspaper men of any sort, German or 
allen, to be with their columns. 
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In consequence of this most unpromising 
outlook we had more hopes than expecta- 
tions. I’m sure we all felt that the mill- 
tary commanders were more than half 
right in their wish to exclude writers who 
might unintenticnally betray movements 
or operations and thus cause ipcalcu- 
lably disastrous results. 

The French claim that their defeat in 
No was due In a measure to the betrayal 
of military secrets by the correspondents 
I, for one, fe!t that the presence of news- 
paper men within the lines of an army 
during great operations might be a source 
of grave anxiety to the generals, and that 
newspaper men should be limited by the 
very strictest regulations. : 

The men who covered the Russian-Japa- 
nese War g= a taste of the obstacies 
pla ed in the path of the war correspond- 

ent, and most of them came back firm in 
the belief that the day of the war cor- 
respondent was over.

And yet, p sp:te of th's, there was hard- 
ly @ man who had ever felt the excite- 
ment that «tirs the blood in times like 
these who did not drop everything in or- 
der to get over in the war zone. 

Nearly all the men who have been in on 
the war game auring the last twenty years 
showed up hopeful and expectant. 

The veterans of the Greco-Turkish war, 
the war in the Soudan, the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war, the Filipino war, the Boxer war, 
the Boer war, the Russo-Japanese war, 
the Balkan war, and the Mexican war 
were all dropping down in London like 
birds coming home to roost. It wes a 
Mobilization of war correspondents. 

I had hoped to join the French army, 
in spite of the fact that I could not speak 


* 

Col. Roosevelt had given me a letter to 
President Poincaré, another to Ambas- 
sador Jusserand, then in France, and in 
addition I nad letters to Ambassador Her- 
rick, as well as a number of letters from 
the state, war, and navy departments 
and the chairman of the senaie committee 
on foreign elattons. With these 1 hoped 
to stand at ‘east as good a chance as the 
others. 

In this connection it may be interesting 
to relate that I never, during all the time 
I was in Europe, hed occasion to show a 
single one of all trese letters. Circum- 
stances might have arisen, however, 
which would have made them very use 
ful, and it was pleasant to know that one 
had them in his pocket, 
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Most of us hoped to go to France; cer 
tainly none had the slightest hope of see- 
ing anything of the German side, for that 
country was so shut off from the world 
by the cutting of its cables that little or 
no news leaked out and no correspondents 
leaked in. 

In my Imagination Germany was out of 
the question because of the widespread 
belief that under no circumstances would 
correspondents be tolerated in the Ger- 
man lines. 

In London the men who went over on the 
St. Paul scattered, each to fellow his own 
plan of action Henceforth our move- 
ments were to be determined by the fluc- 
tuating fortunes of war as well as the un- 
certain element of personal luck.

Many of those men I have not seen since, 
but I hear of them in widely separated 
fields of the war zone.

I expected 
to have difficulties in getting to the con- 
tinent, but the morning after I arrived in 
London I succeeded without trouble in 
getting my passport viséed by the Belgian 
minister to England. The secretary of 
legation was.an old acquaintance, M. de 
Cartier, and the only formality necessary 
was the exhibition of my American pass 
port and the payment of a slight fee. It 
seemed unbelievably easy. 

At this time my plan of campaign was 
simple. I would take a handbag, a few 
hundred dollars in French, English, and 
American gold, my letter of credit in case 
I could ever use it, and then go to Bei- 
gium, stay three or four days, at least 
see something of the Belgian capital even 
if I were unable to go to the front, and 
then return to England on my way to 


France. 
— 

Here comes in the element of chance 
that plays euch a large part in the move- 
ments of a war correspondent. 

Instead of staying three or four days 
and then returning te England, I stayed 
eight weeks. 

Instead of joining the French army, as 
planned, I joined the German army, from 
which correspondents were supposed to 
be 80 rigidly barred. 

Instead of using my campaign equip- 
ment, which I let in London until my re- 
turn from Belgium, I never used it at 
all, and only saw it again when I reached 
London on my way home two Months 
later. 

And instead of using the many valuable 
letters of introduction, I never had oc- 
Gasion to use One. 

On the second morning after I reached 
London on my way to the war I was on 
& channel steamer boupd for Ostend. I 
showed my passport at the steamer, but 
no one asked to see it when I went ashore 
at Ostend. 

No one asked to see it wheh I got on 
the train, and the trip to Brussels. 
through those wonderfully rich lowlands 
of Belgium, Was us peaceful and un- 


eventful as la normal times. 


Many Beigian nage were to be 
but the country looked 80 tranauil that 


moved to Antwerp and an order, said to 
have been at the requcet of Lord Kitch- 
ener, had just gone into effect It stated 
that no further passes would be given 
to newspaper men. 

This was a crushing blow and I remem- 
ber that I felt more depressed than dur- 
ing any time while 1 was abroad.

If we had secured a Beigiah pase it 
might have been embarrassing to be 
caught by the Germans with it. Not hay- 
ing a Belgian pasas, we got an American 
consular certificate, in French, which 
stated that the bearer was an Ameriéan, 
and with this entirely inadequate pass we 
succeeded in getting through the Belgian 
lines atid entered Louvain just two hours 
after the king had left. 

In another hour we were caught by the 
German advance, and as a prise calamity 
thie seemed te be the worst. Hewever, it 
turned out to be a piece of luck, for it 
gave to we the experience of being the 
first American of alien correspondents to 
eee anything of the German afmy and its 
conduct in the field. . 

— 

Previously all news that we Rad was 
that printed in English and Beigian 
papers. No news had come from the 
German side, Their aide was shrouded 
in mystery. 

The little stuff that came from Berlin 
was regarded as necessarily biased and, 
therefore, not to be credited. No Amer- 
ican correspondents, or, in fact, any cor- 
respondents, were with the Germans 
armies, and, in consequence, every word 
of news came from sources intensely 
hostile to the invaders, 

1 had heard absolutely only one side of 
the story, all of which I believed in spite 
of ah experience in other wars and in pe- 
litical camp&igne which should have 
warned me not to place implicit reliance - 
upon reports emanatifig only from one 
side, and that side a profoundly interest 
ed one which was deeply concerned in 
painting the opposing side in such black 
colors that the world would be horrified. 
The one side had control of all the ave 
nues of publicity cables. steamer, . 
thing; the other side had Hone.

When we returned from Louvain t“ 
Brussels on Aug. 22 our future pian 
of campaign was vague until we heard 
that there was likely to be a. great battle 
somewhere near the field of Waterloo. 

The distance was abort and we decided 
to make the trip in some ordinary city 
hacks. The German commandant in Brus- 
sels gave us passes, probably intended for 
use only in the environs of the city, but 
which we subsequently used with such 
excellent effect that we succeeded in 
passing through thousands of German 
soldiers before we were finally arrested in 
Beaumont on the French frontier. 


This is where the element of wen Se Just before starting out for Waterloo 


we had ltunctieon at a restaurant where 
we met 4 young French newspaper man 
who was serving an American paper in 
Brussels. The“ circumstance was later 
to be the cause of great Ul luck, but this 
ii tuck was in turn to be the foundation 
for what in the end proved to be a really 
big piece of luck. 

We were arrested in Beaumont and 
placed for a time in a little prison, where 
to our amazement we found the French 
newspaper man, a Belgian photographer, 
ati a young American who had accom- 
panied them. They had been arrested 
two days before we were ahd had been 
in prison for some time before we joined 
them, 


_ 
The fact that the Frenchman greeted 
us as triends and old acquaintances made 
our own position and status far more sua 
picious than otherwise they might have 


been. The German sentries noticed the 
warmth of his greeting and doubtiess.re- 
ported to their superiors that we were 
all in the same gang. Thereupon the bur- 
den ot suspicion rested equally upon us 
all. 

We wer. all sent back to Germany to- 
gether. Our luck was apparently at its 
lowest ebb. But by a happy coincidence 
I diacovered that the American consul 
in Aix la Chapeile, to which city we were 
sent. was an old friend of many years’ 
stan. ng. 

He was Robert J. Thompson of Chi- 
cago, and for many years in the con- 
sular service. He speedily established 
our identity and we were released from 
further surveillance. The Frenchman and 
Belgian were put in prison as prisoners of 
war, and with their disappearance the 
last of our troubles ceased. 

_ 
The circumstance of our arrest at Beau- 


mont, while at the time a crushing dis- 


appointment, turned out to be a fortu- 
nate cifcumstance, inasmuch as it re 
sulted in our going to Aix la Chapelle and 
meeti ag an American government official 
who was able to verify our néwspaper 
connection so that the German officials 
were Gisposed to recognize us as properly 
accredited American correspondents. 
Upon the consul’s recommendations we 
were e«nabied to gain facilities which we 
might never have obtained had we been 
sent back to any other city in Germany. 
As & direct result of our having dees 
sent to this city, where an honored rep-

resentative of . 
was ,willing to vouch for us, we met 
prominent German officials, who succeed> 


ed in getting from the Berlin war office 
a special permit which allowed us te go 


to the German battle front in France. An 
officer with a kaiser pass escorted us and 
he carried an order which required all 
army < fiiciais to give us every courtesy. 

Thig experience of going back through 
the Gtrman lines was extremely interest- 
ing by reason of the vivid and striking 
contrasts Which we experienced. 

On the oceasion of our Gret trip we had 
been prisoners in one of the houses on the 
estate of Prince Chimay. We siept on 
the floor and ate rye bread given us by 
the soldiers who guarded us’ 

On the occasion of our second trip, one 
month later, we dined in the prince's 
chateau with the German staff. 

~~ 

On the first occasion we had eaten our 
meals With private soldiers; who, in com- 
passion, gave us bread and some wine, 

On the second occasion we ate with 

Gen. von Heeringen, the head of one of 
the great armiés, and his imposing staff. 
Here, again, a pleasant piece of luck 


came my way. One of the officers came 


up and introduced himself. He was in 
uniform, of course, and a number of 
Jears older than when I last saw him, so 
that it is not suprising that 1 did not at 
once remember him. He was kind 
enough to recall the circumstance, 

Several years ago he had come to Chi- 
cago to deliver an address on a Schiller 
anniversary. He spoke at the Audite- 
rium, and on the day following his speech 
be and Baron Podewila, the German vice 
ecnsul in Chicago, came to my studio and 
paid me the honor of a call. At that time 
he was the councilor of the German em- 
bassy in Washington, if 1 remember cor. 
rectly; now he Is Exceilency von Scheller, 
a cabinet minister of the kingdom of 
Saxony. 

He referred to some cartoons which I 
hed drawn during the occasion of Prince 
Henry's visit to America, and said that 
he had only recently seen some of the 
originals on the walls of the prince’s cas- 
tle at Kiel. 

—— 

In doing work on a war, the correspond. 
ent becomes pretty largely the creature 
ot circumstances. Sometimes tuck 
breaks bis way, at other times it goes 
against him, oftentimes the thing which 
may seem to be a cala ty will turn out 
to have good results, and oftentimes the 
reverse is true. 

I consider it a piece of very bad luck 


that we left Maubeuge two hours before 


we did, and that we did not leave definite 
detalls as to the route we were taking on 
our way back by motor to Germany. 

Two hours after we left an invitation 
came from the German great headquar. 
ters asking us to come there. Maj. Aber 
cron, commandant of Maubeuge, could 
not forward the invitation to us directly, 
but he sent it on to Germany, where {§ 
reached us many days later, 

Thus we missed the chance of seeing 
the kaiser I should like to have seen 
him, and it seems like a plece of bad 
luck that we missed the opportunity. 

However, if we had gone, we might 
have run into a fight and gotten all shoe 
up, 80 in the end it might have been 6 
piece of great bad fortune, It is at leage 
consoling now to take that view of it

In Jewish homes the feast of dedica- 
tion termed Chanukkak, lasting for eight 
days, began last evening. It is a feast of 
rejoicing for the children and the poor, 
who are especially remembered. The 
origin of the feast dates back to 166 B. C., 
in connection with the rededication of the 
temple of Jerusalem. 


Around the festival cluster many beau- 
thu: legends which have helped to shape 
the character of the celebration. One 
such legend is to the effect that when the 
temple was rededicated only a single 
cruse of oil was found unpolluted, but 
through the miraculous intervention of 
God this oil proved to be sufficient for 
burning for eight successive nights, and 
until other oil fit for the service might 
be prepared. For this reason, to this 
day Jews light candles in their homes 
in celebration of Chanukkah for eight 
successive nights, one on the first night, 
two on the second, and 60 on.

SUBSTITUTE FOR GASOLINE. 
ITH the ever increasing use of 


automobiles for pleasure and 
commercial purposes it would 
naturally seem certain that 


something must be produced to take the 
place of gasoline, or some means devised 
to use kerosene. As a matter of fact 
ther@ are kerosene carbureters, but for 
some reason the general public sticks to 
gasoline; and now there is a cheap but 
supposedly good subsdtute for gazoline 
In a preparation that is supposed to con- 
tain about 95 per cent rain water, with 
certain secret chemicals to make it into 
fuel. ‘ 
With the big demand for gasoline, the 
stock of kerosene increases. and the 
higher the grade of gasokne the more 
this stock will grow; Likewise, the lower 
the grade of gasolihe produced the lower 
will become the stock of kerosene. But 
kerosene will some day be universally 
used, and even now scme motoriets use a 
high grade of gascl.ne to start the motor 
and permit it to run long enough to be- 
come warm, then turning to the use of a 
low grade of gasoline or even kerosene 
A concern has recentiy brought out 
what may be termed a two way valve 
for the use of either kind—high or low 
grade—fuel, or a m xture, as may be de- 
sired. This is arranged with an adjust- 
ing handle at the steering post, so that 
the motor may be started on gasoline 
and when warm then either a low grade 
of gasol ne or kerosene may be used. The 
lever may be set so that a mixture may 
be utilized, as there is a half way point 
marked, or the entire supply may be shut 
off from the switch at the steering pcst. 
It is not at all unlkely that such an 
apparatus will be more or less generally 
used in the future, for even kerosene can 
be utilized to help out in case the gaso- 
line supply is becoming dangerously low 
and there are no immediate prospects of 
reaching a supply station With a tank 
containing, say, five gallons of gas line 
of fair grade, the addition of five gal ene 
of kerosene would teke a car a long way.

T WAS the most nerve-racking 
week since the Commune. The 
first ripple of excitement swept 
through Paris when Austria ac- 

. cused Servia of instigating the mur- 

der of the Archduke Francis Ferdi- 

nand at Sarajevo and sent an ulti- 
matum to the small Slav nation. 

As early as Saturday, July 25, a 

band of some hundred students from 

the Latin Quarter, mostly 
Servians, marched to the 
Place de la Concorde and 
hooted the name of Austria. 

They were dispersed by the police. The Caillaux 

trial was at ils height; the newspapers eould not 

an incl: of space from that drama of shady 
polities and te unwritten law, and Paris was not 
informed of tlie demonstration —the forerunner of 


war. 7 
During the next three days the public read of noth- 
ing but the trial. Then, on the evening of July 28, 
two sensations screamed from the headlines, Z 
ame Caillaux had been acquitted of the murder of 
Gaston Calmette and Austria had declared war on 
Servia. For the moment, the former seemed to be 
the more important. There was bitter criticism of 
the verdict. By midnight the muttering in the cafés 
had swelled toa roar. Lawyers and journalists who 
had figured in the trial were hustled in the streets. 
Anti-Caillaux riots were predicted for the next day. 
But the next day the Caillaux affair was forgotten 
as absolutely as if it had been the least significant of 
police court cases. Every newspaper was practically 
a war extra. Russia had already declared that she 
would not let Servia be crushed. France was bound 
to Russia by an offensive and defensive alliance. 
Germany's hand in the business was evident even 
then, for Vienna, it was bruited, would never have 
dared to follow so bold a policy without the dictation 
of Berlin. Paris was on the raw edge of excitement. 
An anti-militarist manifestation was frowned upon 
by Socialists and conservatists alike. The public 
could not believe that war was coming; but it was 
restless, worried. Anxious crowds gathered before 
the bulletin boards and milled about the sidewalks, 
as cattle do when a thunderstorm is on its way. 
July 30th and 31st dragged by as the 29th had 
done. England’s peace parleys were negatived by 
the mobilization 
of part of the 
Russian army 
and by the Kai- 
ers sudden 
proclamation 
that Germany 
was “under men- 
ace of war.” It 
is now known 
that Germany 
had been mobi- 
lizing in a quiet 
way for more 
than a week. 
Americans arriv- 
ing in Paris re- 
ported troop 
trains off the 
main lines of 
travel headed one 
and all for the 
French frontier. 
The “menace of 
war’ ruse en- 
abled the Gov- 
ernment to push 
the work for- 
ward with seere- 
ey and dispatch. 
Under the con- 
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stitution, such a proelamation need not name any 
particular nation as the enemy, but it automat- 
ically establishes martial law and muzzles the 
press. On August 1, Wilhelm II declared war on 
Russia. 

A bolt of lightning could not have startled Paris 
more, It had not been believed that the mailed fist 
would strike in just that way. And since the chal- 
lenge could not be ignored, the Minister of War acted 
promptly. At 4 P. M. of the same day a notice was 
posted in city halls and other Government buildings 
and on every postoffice box throughout the country 
ordering the mobilization of the French army and of 
all reservists dating back to the class that commenced 
its military service in 1887. This meant calling every 
vitizen up to the age of from 45 to 48 to the colors. 
It meant war. 


N O ONE pretended to disguise the fact. Other na- 
tions might mobilize for the purpose of bluffing 
their adversaries; but France would never have 
paralyzed her industries and left the crops unhar- 
vested unless she had been forced to the last extremity, 
2 she meant to avenge the loss of Alsace-Lorraine 
in 1871. 8 

From that moment Paris was a changed eity. 
Stunned and silent for an hour or so, a city of women 
who cried because their men were to be taken from 
them and sent to the shambles, the new spirit had 
crystallized before nightfall. Men of all ages swarmed 
down to the Grand Boulevards, from Montmartre and 
Montparnasse, from the fashionable environs of the 
Bois de Bou- 
logne no less 
than from the 
slums of Belle- 
ville. They form- 
ed impromptu 
processions and 
howled the Mar- 
seillaise as they 
passed’ between 
tightly packed 
masses of cheer- 
ing citizens. 
They carried the 
flags of England 
and Russia along 
with the Tricolor 
of France. The 
running fire of 
cheers included 
“Vive VAngle- 
terre!” and“ Vive 
la Russie!” as 
often as “Vive la 
Patrie!” Pari- 
sians believed in 
their allies, 
though before 
long they were 
to ask anxiously : 
“What will Eng- 


They came up 
from the workmen's 
quarters in droves 
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land do?” The night before, Jean Jaurés, the ezar 
of French Socialism, had been shot by a madman. 
At any other time this would have resulted in revo- 
lutionary manifestations. That Saturday afternoon 
a delegation of Socialists, three hundred strong, 
stormed along the Boulevards shouting in the same 
breath “Vive Jaurés!” and “Vive la Guerre!” 

Sunday, August 2, was the first day of mobiliza- 
tion. At dawn a compact little flock of aeroplanes 
rose from the aviation grounds near the Versailles 
gate and were seen to fly over Paris, headed East. 
The buzzing of their motors awoke light sleepers and 
the sunlight glistening on their planes thrilled those 
who rushed to the windows to watch them pass. They 
flew low, but very swiftly. As the morning wore on, 
the soldiers of the line regiments poured out of the 
capital, company after company, on foot, rifles over 
their shoulders and campaign kits on their backs, 
their faces, also, set toward the East. By nightfall 
the reservists on the first day's call were on their 
way, young men who had recently finished their mili- 
tary service and were therefore in condition to bear 
the early shocks of battle. Few fathers of families left 
that Sunday, but many sons and many lovers. They 
crowded the subway trains, the omnibuses, the street 
ears, all the means of transportation leading to the 
Gare de l'Est, the railroad station from which troop 
trains were being dispatched to the frontier every 
few minutes. They were dressed in well worn suits 
that could be thrown away when they received their 
uniforms, and each carried nothing but the small 
parcel of personal effects allowed by the military reg- 
ulations. Marvelous order prevailed. Contrary to 
the predictions of German newspapers, the machinery 
of mobilization functioned like cloekwork. 


HE following day, Monday, August 3, Germany 

formally declared war on France. It was almost 
an after climax. Paris had already felt the thrills 
of war, had not believed for twenty-four hours that 
peace could be maintained. As a matter of fact, the 
morning newspapers had reported German violations 
of the frontier before the ambassador asked for his 
passports. And then, there was the business of mobi- 
lization to oceupy all minds, 

The departure of the Red Cross dominated the 
day. Ambulances streamed by, calm-faced nurses 
sitting inside them and cases of lint, medicines and 
disinfectants piled high. Fifty Sisters of Mercy were 
seen to turn soberly from a side street into the Gare 
Montparnasse and take their places among the wait- 
ing hospital staffs. They were greeted with cheers 
and sobs. A few minutes later, a group of young 
priests and monks passed into the station. Al h 
still in eassocks and shovel hats, they were going to 
the front to shoulder the rifle, to assume the blue coat 
and kepi of the common soldier. They, too, were 
cheered. 

Far more women were eager to be volunteer nurses 
than the Government could use.

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MINDEN FORMS A PARTNERSHIP 


HE Camp Meeting was saved by Bill Minden, the eon- 
verted, and for three days the great “effort” went on.

The newspapers of the West exclaimed sympathet- 
ically, and here and there cynically, on Bill Minden’s 
“getting grace“ as it was colloquially called.
